During the recent 
Spanish war he passed himself oft in 
Pittshurg as a Spanish duke with Am- 
erican sympathies, signing himself 
"Juan de Hidalgo." He was arrested 
about a month ago In Addison, N. Y., 
where "he was living quietly on a farm 
of some sixty acres. The 
detective 


who arrested him told me that the 
agency had been shadowing Hayne for 
about four years. 


The case for the people has been 


worked up by AaBlfltaat District At- 
torney Osborne and ibis Deputy, Lau- 
terbach. The former ' conducted the 
trial. It appeared that the latter, in 
discussing the facts of the case one 
evening at dinner with a friend, re- 
marked thafhe wanted someone to 
identify Hallen, as having been in 
Honolulu. This, friend was an old 
Yale man, whom I had met, and the 
conversation resulted In the sending of 
a detective to New Haven J;jo_c§ll «g, 
me. The next morning I'went to New' 
York witih Allan W. Judd and William 
T. Rawllns, to appear for the people 
and Identify Hallen as the Honolulu 
Hayne. This we were readily able to 
do, although he had grown a gray 
beard and looked a bit thinner. His 
wife and step-son were present in 
court and Hallen on the stand denied 
absolutely that be had ever seen them 
before. 


Hallen denied having ever been in 
Florida. The clergyman from Mel- 
bourne, Fla., Who married him there 
to Mrs. Brush, who was his wife in 
Honolulu, was put on the stand and 
identified him absolutely.

(Army and Navy Journal). 


Quartermaster General 
Ludlngton 


gives a few details of the new denote 
in the islands, to which we nave fallen 
heir so strangely. 


Lieutenant Colonel Ruhlen, In charge 


at Honolulu, reports that ho has secur- 
ed the necessary office rooms and store- 
houses for use of department bead- 
quarters and depot, and also about fif- 
teen acres of ground for a corral. He 
has- organized and placed in service 
the Government mules and wagon 
transportation. 


The only resources of tae country for 


building material are stone «nd sand. 
The stone is a very hard and brittle 
volcanic roek or lava, resembling In 
color blue limestone and in texture a 
very bard, gritty limestone. Every- 
thing, else requisite tor construction, 
work, except stone and sand, will have 
to be imported from the Pacific coast. 
The lime used is brought from Califor- 
nia, (but the cement is imported Port- 
land, brought usually as ballast in sail- 
ing vessels direct from Europe, No 
bricks are made, those in use having 
been brought in ships as ballast from 
the Pacific coast. A limited quantity 
of lumber is kept on hand in local 
yards, but the whole supply in Hono- 
lulu today does not probably exceed 
1,000,000 feet of all kinds. The price 
for which it is sold is not unreason- 
ably high. 


All the water heretofore used by the 


Toops in camp and at the Quartermas- 
ter's corral is that furnished by the 
city water supply plant. The source 
of supply is artesian wells, found every-, 
where on this island; the water bear- 
ng sand or gravel stratum being en- 
countered at a depth of from 200 to 800 
>elow sea level, and the water usually 
lows to the 'height of 32 feet above sea 
evel when confined in tubes. Almost 
the entire irrigation system of the Isl- 
and of Oahu is supplied with water 
rom these artesian welte. The water 
obtained from these wells appears to 
be pure and free from any objection- 
able taste.

of the Globe, writing from Hongkong 
,on November 26, says: 


"It •will be a great miatartune, If, 
through nasty action or ignorance* of 
the actual state of affairs, the Filipino 
natives rise against the Americans. 
Hitherto, although the Americans have 
often given great provocation, the 
Filipindfe have shown great 
forbear- 


ance and a strong dislike to come .to 
blows. They do not want to fight, and 
if the Americana only meet them half 
way all will go well. There is much 
to be gained by a Just, statesmanlike 
settlement with the natives, while 
there will undoubtedly be great losses 
through a continuance of arbitrary 
treatment. The just aspirations of the 
people ought to be taken into consider- 
ation, and I believe they would be if 
only the proper men are sent out by 
the President to settle the question of 
the future government of the Islands 
on the spot, after proper deliberation 
and very careful investigation.

Russell D. Walbridge, a prominent 


citizen of Honolulu, died of apoplexy 
at ibis home in King street yesterday. 
Mr. Walbridge bad been ill only a few 
hours when the end came at 8:30 a. m. 


Mr. Russell D. Walbridge was .born 


in the city of Buffalo, N. Y., In 1849,

whence, when ten years of age, he re- 
moved to Detroit with his parents, and 
lived there until some sixteen years of 
age, in the mean time receiving a 
sound education. He early showed a 
decid«d taste for scientific and mechan- 
ical studies, and this characteristic 
largely developed during a two years' 
course in mechanics and civil and mim- 
ing engineering at the Troy, N. T.,' 
Polytechnic Institute, In accordance 
with the desire of his father, young 
Walbridge, having acquired the theory 
went to Idaho to perfect himself in 
the practice of mining, and engineer- 
ing applied thereunto. Having accom- 
plished (this object some two years 
later ihe returned to Troy and resumed 
his studies at the institute, 
from 


which he graduated as a qualified Civil 
Engineer in 1871. 


Mr. Walbridge, being then of age, 


again went TVest to engage in bis 
chosen profession; and for the follow- 
ing seven years, as mining engineer, 
was employed more or less at scienti- 
fic and milling work in various min- 
ing enterprises in Arizona, Nevada and 
Idaho. In 187S be first came to the 
Hawaiian Islands, at the request of the 
proprietors of the Wailuku Plantation; 
his main -object being to investigate 
the sugar-making industry. In 1880, 
upon the death of his father, he re- 
turned to his native State, and re- 
mained there until 1884, when he once 
more came to the Island Kingdom, 
this time to make it his permanent 
home. 


His knowledge of sugar-growing and 


milling, together with tola qualifica- 
tions as a scientific and expert en- 
gineer and mechanician, secured for 
him the position of assistant manager 
of the Wailuku Plantation. He her* 
made himself so valuable to the own- 
ers that a year afterwards he assumed 
fall charge of the fine property, with 
the title and emoluments of manager. 


A man, acquainted with the various 


methods in use in sugar-making, he 
also possessed much business tact, 
skill and mrnagerial ability of a high 
order 
He was known among sugar 


men as one of the most scientific as 
well as practical managers on these 
Islands 


In 1890, Mr. Wai bridge was elected 


to the House of Nobles in the legisla- 
ture, for a term of four years. Stndl- 
onis, fond of books, he was extremely 
popular and well liked, being an In- 
teresting talker on general subjects, 
but more particulaariy so on his favor-

In about twelve weeks from date 


work will begin on the extension of 
local wharves for the purpose of re- 
lieving the present sorry congested 
condition of Honolulu harbor. At a 
meeting yesterday morning the Execu- 
tive Council authorized the Superin- 
tendent qf Public Works, Mr. 'Rowe1!, 
to order the material required to carry 
out the plans recommended by the 
Chamber ot Commerce special commit- 
tee and endorsed by tie Cabinet. As 
the cost of <the piles, copper, 
heavy 


timbers, flooring, etc., will reach sev- 
eral thousand dollars and as there 
must be advertisement for tenders for 
any job Involving the expenditure, of 
more than J500, there will be a caller 
bids. Nearly all of what Is required 
must coma from the coast, though it 
will in all likelihood 
be ordered 


through local dealers. Mr. Rowell 
said yesterday that he would 
make 


every effort that might suggest itself 
in the direction of gainlrg time. V^hsn 
the material Is once at ihand large 
forces of men will be employed in the 
work to be carried on. 


These wharves are to be lengthened 


Kinau, Nuuanu and Sorenson. KLnau 
wharf will be thirty feet longer and 
each of the others 100 feet longer. Ac- 
commodation will thus be provided for 
the discharging or loading of several 
more ships than can possibly be hand- 
led at present. 


Another work of the same kind— 


increase of wharfage—is to be taken 
up in connection with the above,, in 
fact is partjof the same. A new wharf 
is to be built abutting the Youman s 
estate land near Lime Kiln Point, As 
the slip here will be a wide one, a sec- 
ond wharf may be added before the 
year la out. For the present nothing 
will be built about the slips near tie 
Pacific Mail dock. It is expected that 
the United States Government will 
undertake some construction in this 
locality. 


Shipping men who learned yesterday 


of the promptness of the Cabinet in. 
acting on the plan proposed by the 
Chamber of Commerce select commit- 
tee, were much pleased. It was re- 
marked that the trouble all along had 
been that Just about .the time the Gov- 
ernment was ready to do something 
there would be interference on 
tihe 


part of private interests. Mnoh of the 
credit for the adjustment which is to 
bring results is due to a couple ol 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
committee. One of the heaviest ship- 
ping factors said yesterday that after 
all only temporary work was being 
entered upon, "What must de done, 
and that without delay," said the ship- 
ping man, "is to make a beginning 
with work for a really larger hartrar. 
Incidentally, whatever trouble there 
'has been with the railroad company 
should be disposed of for all time. My 
idea, and J. am led to believe that a 
majority of the practical men here will 
agree with me, is that the Government 
should direct operations or form a 
scheme for something bigger than has 
been suggested yet 
It is clear that 


very few, if any of us, ihave appre- 
ciated the volume and rapidity of the 
growth of Honolulu commerce and It 
la increasing by leaps and bounds The 
harbor is simply not nearly half big 
enough and while what is about to be

BILL WITHDRAWN 


A Rest for an Important Act Relating 


to Hawaii. 


'WASHINGTON, Dec. 17,—In 
the 


House today Payne (R.) of New York 
called up the bill extending the laws 
of the tJnited States relative to com- 
merce, navigation and merchantmen 
to thg Hawaiian Islands. 


McRae sought to have the bill 


amended so as to also extend to Ha- 
waii the provisions of the act of Feb- 
ruary 24, 1885, prohibiting the impor- 
tation of contract labor, but Payne 
moved the previous question This mo- 
tion was lost, and McRae then intro- 
duced this amendment 
He asserted 


his conviction that the law concerning 
contract labor was just as important 
to the islanders as any other 


Payne then made the point that the 


amendment was not in order, and It 
was upheld. 


The amendment was then laid on the 
table. McRae asked for the ayes and 
noes, and Payne, rather than prolong 
the controversy, withdrew the bill.

the bite was only imaginary, and the 
doctor who testified that it was a bite 
was a liar, and that the dog was the 
most cowardly and timid beast. 
In 


closing bis three hours' argument he 
raised his hands wildly and shouted: 
"Gentlemen of the Jury, you don't 
know the cowardice of this dog. You 
may straddle a comet, and ride through 
the universe and inspect every dog 
tfiat is smelling around in the sixty 
thousand planets and stars in the fir- 
mament of heaven, and you couldn't 
find a more timid brute than this. I 
appeal to the God of Justice" 
As he 


uttered these words he stepped back, 
and accidentally trod upon the dog's 
tail. 
The dog instantly locked his 


laws in the calf of the lawyer's leg. 
While Finnegan and the Sheriff tried 
to pull him off and the lawyer groan- 
ed, tbe judge smiled and the foreman 
of the Jury rose and aaid: "Your honor, 
this jury reckons that it don't want 
no more highfalutin talk about that 
dog's cowardice."

One of the moat valuable and tlmeJj 


books of the last year was Benjamin 
Kidd's—"Control 'of the Tropics/1 


•It presents an entirely new 


of the relations ttf the nations occupy' 
ing the temperate zones with thofc 
otcupydng the tropics. The author is 
an Englishman and is employed in the 
India service. It is his opinion that 
the United States must now look to 
a, world wide trade, and that it can- 
aot remain indifferent to <tbe condition 
of the countries, especially the tropi- 
cal ones, with which it must establish 
close trade relations, 


Mr. Kidd was recently 'asked by the 


editor of the Atlantic Monthly, what 
attitude the United States should take 
towards tie formation of colonies, 
keeping in view the principles of self 
government that underlie American 
Institutions. Mr. Kidd; says the Amer- 
icans must answer that question them- 
selves. But he reiterates what he has 
clearly said in his book that the tropi- 
cal possessions of the United States 
cannot be colonies, because the inhab- 
itants of the United States cannot emi- 
grate to and live in the tropics. He 
insists that "the white man can never 
be acclimatized in the tropics," and, 
consequently, the inhabitants of the 
tropical possessions must continue to 
be their natural inhabitants. Tie pos- 
sessions, be claims, must be governed 
by the United States, as a trustee for 
civilization. If it is urged that such 
a government will be an abandonment 
of the principles of self government, 
he replies, "What of it? What nation 
is consistent in its creed and prac- 
tice?" 


His proposition regarding the ac- 


climatization of the white race in the 
tropics is one founded on fact. He 
knows, as well as every man knows, 
who has considered the matter that tbe 
possibilities ol the white man in the 
tropics are entirely unknown. He 
knows of no case where any colony 
of white men have made any rational 
attempt to colonize in the tropics, ex- 
cepting perhaps in Queensland. As a 
trader or adventurer the white man 
has settled in the tropics, but he has 
nvariably attempted to surround him- 
self with the customs and usages, es- 
pecially the bad ones, of the northern 
races. There has been no reason why 
the fanners of the temperate zone 
should settle in the tropics 
The in- 


telligent farmer has invariably made 
a fair living at home, and as a rule, 
Ived In comfort, and obtained the ad- 
vantages of civilization. Even in these 
slands during over 70 years of close 
jommercial intercourse, less than 
1,000 American males out of 70,000,000 
of people bave settled here—hardly tbe 
population of a small village. The tro- 
pics as a source of wealth for the-agri- 
cultural immigrant cannot be compar- 
ed with 
the temperate zones until 


.here has been an opening up of lands, 
-nd the establishment of good govern- 
ment 
Even then we doubt if it can 


be shown that there Is more profit in 
the oanana, coffee, pineapple and other 
ndustries than there is in the raising 
of wheat, corn, vegetables, fruit, hay 
and cotton. 


The great danger in attempting to 


colonized the tropics is that the idea 
prevails in the temperate regions that 
men can live without work where 
there is no frost The only advantage 
which tbe lazy man finds in the tro- 
pics is in the "emancipation from 
lothing" But the northern farmer 
who buys a suit once in three years, 
does not find the cost a heavy bur- 
en. 
Accurate knowledge of the 


tlons of the several parts of the world 
will show, in the long run, that, under 
proper economic laws the struggle for 
existence is about the same every- 
where. 


The problem of acclimatizing the 


white man in the tropics may, after 
all, be only a speculative one. There 
will be room enough for him in the 
temperate zones for centuries to come. 
In the United States the white man 
stands in mortal fear of the yellow 
man, 
unless he can make a tool of 


him, so he may conclude finally to let 
the yellow man dominate sociaJly in 
tbe tropha of the Pacific, and decline 
any general experiment of "national ac- 
climatization

seven years. Immigrants interested in 
this culture are sought after for the 
Islands, the possession of capital and 
some knowledge of coffee culture be- 
ng desiderata. Owing to his remote- 
ness from centers of supply, and the 
ong-credit system in vogue, the whole- 
saler in these Islands 
requires ab- 


normal capital for the volume of busi- 
ness done. Retail business is also con- 
ducted on long-time credits, and is 
argely controlled by the Chinese. Bus-

new Tvater mains for various districts 
of Honolulu, 
has arrived 
from the 


Mainland by the barkvR. P. Ritoet. 
The firm that secured the contract to 
supply pipe has written that first ship- 
ments may be expected early next 
month. Mr. Brown, Superintendent of 
Water "Works, said yesterday that he 
did not anticipate any delay in having 
the material. Mr. Brown added that 
"dirt would fly" <wlth a vengeance .when 
the pipe was once on- hand. 


The plans at present are to give to 


the town before the center of the year 
is reached, 40,000 feet of n«w main. 
This will be h'alf eight-inch and half 
twelve-inch. Nearly all of it will be 
to replace small and inadequate main 
now tn use. A Jarge guantity of the 
old main will be used in extending the 
water system into Carious suburbs, 
notably the KapiolanL^park neighbor- 
hood and Kalihi. .Kallhi is also to 
nave a new pumping station modelled 
after the station at the corner of Ala- 
pa i and feeretanla, streets.

' Red and Blue-Union Jack. 


A Change Made. 


(By Jas. W. Girvdn.) 


The Hawaiian Flag iwaa invented 


about 1813 at the suggestion of an Am- 
erican. 'Prior t» that date tie flag of 
Great Britain was used as the ensign 
of Hawaii. There is no doubt ot the 
friendship which existed between Ka- 
mehameha and the great explorer, Van- 
couver, >wlio tad shown much kindness 
to him and his people and probably on 
receipt of a present of a British flag 
the King •was pleased to adopt it as the 
ensign of his country. On the break- 
Ing out of the war of 1812, between 
Great Britain and America, Kameha- 
*neha I was solicitous that he be not 
considered an ally of either of these 
great powers, with both ot whom he 
•was In friendly relations. He, there- 
fore, decided to adopt an ensign whi«h 
at onoe should show his friendship to 
both and at the same time would dis- 
play bis independence of either. 


The inventor of Che flag was no 


doubt the King, ihimself, and the mak 
er of It under his directions, -was Capt 
Ceo. C. Beckley, an Englishman who 
had been made a high chief, and whose 
descendents are still amongst us. 


The King said that the adoption o: 


the "Union Jack" was to demonstrate 
ibis friendship for England. 
The 


".Union Jack," named so from its being 
a onion of -the crosses of St. George, St 
Andrew, and St Patrick, and whicl 
iwas called the "meteor flag of England' 
•was invented after the union with Ire- 
tend in 1801. 


By adopting the stripes and tricolo: 


of •America he showed his friendship 
to that country, and the tout ensembl< 
of Che flag linked Ms with the 
two 


greatest commercial countries of the 
world. 


The King understood the meaning o 


the three colors 'better than he did that 
of the three crosses. 


He ordered white, symbolical of pur- 


ity and sincerity, for the uppermost 
stripe, nothing being higher than 
th< 


sun from whence emanates the toril 
llant white light <by which all things 
are discerned. The ancient priests in- 
variably wore white tapa garments 
when officiating at any propitiatory 
sacrifice. 
^

in ignorance of the wisdom of Ka> 


mehameha, the Great, in adopting 
white for the upper bar, many native! 
of late years have declaimed against 
it, saying that it presaged that 
th< 


white man would eventually rule th 
land. Kauikeaoull, Kamehameha III 
had no such presentiment. The motto 
'be adopted for the Hawaiian coat ol 
arms, "Ua anau ke ea o ka aina i ka 
po.no" (the breath of the land is con 
tinned (through righteousness) is th< 
ihighest sentiment to be found on th« 
escutcheon of any of the nations o 
the earth. Had the Hawaiian ruler* 
lived up to tt the whites would never 
Stave dominated the land. 


The 'King ordered red as the color for 


the second bar, as 1t was a color very 
highly prized by the people, it being 
symbolical of blood, "which is the life.' 
Singular it is that this is the only color 
which will not fade and has been held 
in as high esteem by royalty as purpl 
among the nations. The best red we 
know of is manufactured from th< 
cochineal and is in reality the blood o: 
that insect 


He ordered blue for the lowermosi 


stripe, blue being a symbol of coutinu 
ity, in the hope that his Kingdom would 
continue forever. From the azure vault 
of heaven which encircles the globe and 
from the deep blue sea which encircles 
the Talftndt -his idea of continuity was 
obtained. 


These three stripes were thrice re 


peated. At the present time the legally 
adopted flag of Hawaii is minus the 
lower or .blue stripe, as the Hawaiian 
Flag, as seen and described by Capt 
<Je Freycinet, floating at Kawaihae and 
over the fort at Honolulu in 1817. 


At what time -this last bar was 


dropped, or why. history sayeth not 
It may be that some ingenious person 
wishing to make a more symetrica 
flag, or one of better proportions 
dropped the ninth bar and soothed the 
Hawaiian* by suggesting that the eight 
remaining bare represented the eight 
inhabited islands of the group. This 
was absurd, as late discoveries hav« 
proven that Nilhau was as much an in- 
babited Island as K&koolawe. 
How- 


ever, we bare the Hawaiian Flag a* It 
is and it has been universally admired 
W4 trust it will long remain the State 
Flag of Hawaii. It is a singular co- 
incidence ttoai at this period of the 
world'* history when th* great Anglo- 
Saxon nations. Great Britain and Am- 
erica, are approaching so near to c-ne 
another ID a great alliance, that the 
letter should .hare annexed & people 
•whose flag was a combination of tbooe 
of the two. and probably just in time to 
nave tlmt flag from being abfwbed by 
an aggressive oriental nation.

NO HABEAS CORPUS. 


Justice Whiting Refuses to Grant 


Second Writ. 


Associate Justice of the Supreme 


Court, W. Austin Whiting .has declined 
to allow the second petition of Geo. A. 
Davis for a writ of habeas corpus. The 
court reasons that on December 30th, 
1898, 
the Supreme Court decided that 


Davis was lawfully imprisoned under a 
mittimus wherein he was ordered to 
pay a fine of fifty dollars or be im- 
prisoned until the same be paid, on 
conviction of contempt of court, and 
also on a mittimus for a conviction of 
an offense of a contempt of court 
whereby be was to be imprisoned for 
ten days, such imprisonment to take 
effect after the satisfaction of the first 
mittimus; that at such date the first 
mittimus had not been satisfied and the 
second mittimus had not gone into 
effect, and also that it does not de- 
finitely appear upon the face of the 
petition that the first mittimus has 
been satisfied, and that the petition is 
contradictory to the records of the 
Supreme Court 
contained.

It Has a. Value.; 


According to the press of 
Berlin, 


London and Paris, the desire of the 
United States to acquire Kusaie, or 
Strong's island, in the Pacific, created 
much disturbance in European diplo 
mdtic circles. What had been recorded 
as of minor importance when compared 
wttfo the acquisition, of the Philippines 
suddenly burst forth in Berlin as a sub- 
ject upon. which Germany "shoul< 
make 
representations 
of 
remon 


strance." In London it was pointed ou 
that besides being invaluable to tat 
States as a coaling station, 
making 


that part of the Pacific secured by the 
United States Navy and doubly fortify- 
ing their position in the Philippines 
the island would be particularly ser- 
viceable in connection with the new 
cable, which from Strong's island can 
take an admost due westerly course 
the other landing points being Ruk 
Lagoon, in the Caroline Archipelago 
and the Pelew Islands, and 
thenci 


northward to Manila. The island, al 
though known to early Spanish navi- 
gators, was rediscovered by an Ameri 
can whaler in 1804. In 1824, the 
Frenchman Duperry visited the islam 
and wrote of the value and importanc 
of the place: "It offers good ports for 
careenage, abundance of water, and re 
freshments of different sorts." A few 
years ago Strong's Island Just escape< 
being'Included in the German protect 
ed sphere of the Marshal Islands. 
When the dispute arose between Spain 
and Germany as to the ownership o 
the Caroline Islands, which extended 
over nearly twenty degrees of latitude 
the latter nation, when 
the Pop 


awarded the group to Spain as hers bj 
prior right, was bitterly disappointed 
at failing to Induce his Holiness to in 
elude Kusaie within the German bound 
ary, Germany's own mid-Pacific-nava 
station, Jsluit, in the Marshal Islands 
being nothing but a sandy atoll, with 
a bad entrance into a lagoon whose 
waters are so shallow for a long dls 
tance out from the shore as to be prac 
tically useless as a naval station, ex 
cept to small and light-draught ves- 
sels. Port Lele, on the eastern side o: 
Strong's Island, has a narrow, deep en- 
trance, (five to six fathoms), free from 
obstructions. In the palmy days o 
American 
whaling—1850 to 1860—the 


ships would simply tie up to a rude 
stone wharf, built by the natives for 
the benefit of their always welcome 
American visitors. The harbor is so 
landlocked that the severest storms 
fall to disturb Its waters. The vegeta- 
tion on the island, it is said, is capable 
of supporting a large population. 


AID OF ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 


This 
la 
Desired by President 


McKlnley—Property Rights to be 


Respected—Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—President 


McKlnley is extremely anxious to see 
Archiushop Ireland appointed papal 
delegate to the Philippines. The dis- 
solution of Church and State in the 
Phillppinea, Cuba and Porto Rico is 
to be accomplished at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. President 
McKlnley 


has determined so long as these isl- 
ands remain \inder the military con- 
trol of the United States the laws of 
thia country relative to church and 
property shall be appleld therein. 


Under this decision, much property 


held by the church in these possessions 
will be required to pay taxes. 
The 


church holdings in the Philippines are 
particularly large. The ecclesiastics 
own fully three-fourths of the public 
lands, including most of the desirable 
portions. Much land and many build- 
ings are also owned by the church in 
Ouk* and Porto Rico, either 
as 


grants or as church investments. All 
of this property, -which forms church 
endowments, will have to contribute its 
share to the tax revenues of the isl- 
ands. The churches proper, and such, 
buildings as are necessarily a part of 
the church establishments, will be ex- 
empt The President fcas promised, 
however, that there shall be no con- 
fiscation of church property, such as 
occurred in Mexico -when Juarez estab- 
lished a republic there. 
Property 


rights, whether of churches or of indi- 
viduals, the President has said, shall 
be respected in all territory wrested 
from Spain. While, therefore, confirm- 
ing the Catholic -church in its presenl 
possessions, the President's decision 
will make the church one of the largesi 
taxpayers in support of the new re- 
gime. It will pay ks share of the cost 
of the new Government. 


The establishment of this new order 


of things will be a delicate task. In 
view of the magnitude of -the question, 
as far as the Philippines are concerned 
the President is desirous of ihaving the 
Pope send as representative an Ameri 
can prelate who understands the laws 
of the United States, who appreciates 
the spirit of our institutions and who 
•oat explain to the Philippine clergy 
the purity of our motives. He believes 
that Archbishop Ireland would make 
an excellent papal representative, as 
well as an- intelligent mediator between 
the military authorities and the Phil- 
ippine clergy. 
The Administration's 


desires in this respect will be intimated 
to the Roman pontiff unofficially. 


Archbishop Ireland, when he sails 


for Rome, in a few days, will explain 
to the IHoly See the attitude of this 
Government. The President's wishes 
anent the Archbishop's appointment 
are being 
conveyed to the Vatican 


through other channels. There is rea- 
son to believe the President's wishes 
will receive respectful consideration, 
inasmuch as the appointment of Arch 
bishop Chappelle, as the Pope's repre- 
sentative in Cuba, was made in pur- 
suance to the Administration's sugges- 
tion. 
There is no disposition to make-this 


a permanent post for Archbishop Ire- 
land, but the President believes that 
a three months' visit by the Archbishop 
in the Philippines would be of value, 
not only to the Catholic church, but 
to this country as well.
